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Continuation of 11. NOTE: Applicants argue that Nguyen does not teach making the prefetch addresses available upon execution of 
corresponding return instructions. As indicated in the final rejections mailed 12/02/04, Examiner disagrees with Applicants. Note after the 
registers in the prefetch PC control unit 364, see Col. 17, lines 19-21; or special registers 412, see Col. 18, lines 49-53 and Fig. 4, store 
the prefetch addresses, the prefetch addresses are available upon execution of corresponding return instruction (during an IEU return 
signal generated). Applicants also argue that Nguyen does not teach the prefetch addresses move to different registers. Examiner 
disagrees with Applicants. Note the prefetch PC control unit 364, or the special registers 412, see Col. 18, lines 49-53 and Fig. 4, 
comprises many registers storing the IF_PC addresses, see Col. 17, lines 19-21. The prefetch addresses certainly will move to different 
registers as required at the different time (due to replacement algorithm, such as FIFO) when the return instructions move through stage 
in a pipeline. 
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
